1. A aacber of the Syrian Government and forrcer Cabinet I ini star revealed in a 
confide: itiul conversation with source that it was his belief tnat Haj Amin Husaynl, 
Grand Lufti of Palestine who is presently enjoying French protection in Paris, 
had come to a definite understanding with the french In regard to Syria and Lebanon, 
and that before long the iwuftl's agents would begin work for him. So ae of these 
agents, be said, had alr*Va/ty arrived In the country, but it is believed that nore 
will come from Turkey, Including a number of Syrian? , Palestinian and Trans j ardanians . 

2* It Is also the belief cf the same government official that Kunlr Rayyis is one 
of Haaayni's advance agents and that he Is in Syria in order- to pave the say for 
the fcufti'm return* The French, according to his conversation with source, pro- 
vided Ksyyis with false papers* Be finally reached Syria without any valid docu- 
ments at all - neither passport, visa nor identity care . (Source states that thiq 
last fact is confirmed by excellent authority.) , 

a) 8* % nlr Beyyl* is a 43. year old Sunni koslem born of a cocaercial family in 
Hama. He is one of four brothers; the other three brothers all hold minor 
government jobs* His first cousin is Najib fiayyls, terber of Parliament 
from Dasmscus and editor-proprietor of the Journal pl-Qabp s. 

b) Subject never went much beyond the primary cycle of education* In l 

1996-7 he briefly held the important post of a director in the Syrian 

Sure to. Subsequently be lived by his pen, siting articles for his 
cousin's paper, f|-Uahaa . for al-Kuotabaa . and for other papers* 

c) Subject i3 tall, heavy, has a powerful physique and a very bitter tongue* 

Jhen angry be gives way to violence: on one occasion years ago, he actually 
struck Cabinet minister Husnl Baras 1 in tha latter's office* 

d) Subject la married to a government school teacher in Damascus, an intel- 
ligent and vociferous feminist, who supports him when he is out of work. 

e) Although subject was always hard up, be now claims to have come back vrltn 
20,000 Syrian pounds made on black market operations in Europe. Be tells 

a story about being in a concentration ' camp and claims to have a testimonial 
from the boss cf the camp that money he possessed was acquired Infers a 
certain date and hence should be legitimately exchanged for food French francs. 

f) tfhlle people disagree on his intelligence, thoee who know him best maintain 
he is sincere In his Arab nationalism. 
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f. * In 194*)-4! be *aa jmch involved In politics and collaborated closely 

with Gerrr uu and .71 th 7 lefty i tea. «hen the Germane started a youth novo* 
sent in Syria called al^Hayia al Arabl (the Arab Guard), Rayyls Joined 
the noveaant aa the ri^ht hand Ban of its leader, laadl al^Oallanl . Ha 
vent to Iraq with the Gern&ns in 1941 and f .ad oyria with the Conrans on 
the British occupation of the country. 

The Syrian official otatod that he knew for & fact Jamil Jabl and kenduh IHdaol, 
f enter pro-Nasis, nho are at present in Syria, are opposed to tfusaynl and are not 
in agreeaent *vitl*. hayyls. 

a) Jamil Jabl, approximately 45 years old 19 a Sunni Rosle», born and educated 
in tamaacus, and graduate in 1\K.$ of the Daioaecua School of law. Be served 
as a judge In the I*.inor court for six yeuro, then resigned to practice law* 

He soon beoair.e the aoet succosaful lawyer in Damascus. Success led bin to 
drinking ant o.astoliag and he loot much of his clientele . 

b) Subject was one of the naln pillars of the Jsbat el-Acal al~Qaaal, the 
League for National Action, the political organisation which has been and le 
today one of the main pillars of support for Presldont Shukry Quvwatli. 
Subject is reported to have been for several ye arc thn brains of the League 
of National Action* 

c) bubjeot is the brother of Dr* Rushdl Jabl of Latskla and of Dr. Zaki Jabl, 
member of the kuniolpal council of Damascus . 

d) Subject states he intends to recuse his law practice, now that he has safely 
returned from Germany* 

e) kenduh kidanl, about 33 years of age, is a Sunni foe lea born In the Lidon 
A uarter of Damascus* He never completed hiu secondary education* He 
Inherited considerable property* for a time ho was prominent In the League 
for Motional Action* He Is a wan of weak will} not very lnteUlger?.. Be 
took the German side In 1940-41* 

The Syrian official stated that according to a rumor Fawzl Quwukjl, who took 
part in the Iraq ooup and in Arab outbreaks in Palestine, is also sold to have 
returned to Syria or Lebanon. He doubted the rumor, hoover . 3 It has also been 
reported that Quwukjl la in France* If this is so, he continued. It is probable 
that Quwukjl will fall into the French trap, for he is essentially a soldier of 
fortune who sells himself to the highest bidder* lu that ease, Hayyls night work 
for the French without knowing It, as Rayyls is a worshiper of Qmkjl. (For pre- 
vious reference to French connections with Haj Arln Hussy nl, oee Report 0-3432.
